The Hollins Student Government Association is an organization based upon principles of honor, self- 
reliance, and individual responsibility and integrity. It is a truly democratic government, in which representatives 
to the three branches—Executive, Legislative, and Judicial—are nominated and elected by the student body. 

The Executive Council acts as the policy-making branch of the Student Government. It is composed of the 
officers of Student Government, the House Presidents of West, East and Main, and representatives of the Sopho¬ 
more and Freshman classes. 'Phis year the Council has proposed the following activities: Revision of the point 
system, review of the Constitution, publicity of its activities and appointments, membership or participation in 
state, regional, national or international student organizations, meetings with representatives from surrounding 
women’s colleges, and encouragement of student opinions and criticisms.
